In the Name of the Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt, Amer. 


Dearly Belowed Countrymen. 


T is, even by Gods holy Providence, that now I am come to the 
I Laſt hour of my mortall life in this miſerable world, and therfore 
am defireous to give an account to all the world, in what faith and 
Religion I lived while I was in this world, and in which I am reſolved 
to depart out of this world, which is the onely holy Catholique and 
Apoſtolical andFaith" eligion,( that 1s,_)the very ſame in all points as the 
Apoſtles themſelves lived and dyed in, after they received the Holy 
Ghoſt, which our Saviour Chriſt promil:d to lend them, to guide them 
in all truth, and to Remain with his Church tor ever, And I do 
Renounce all errors and miſtakes contrary to the lame faith and Religi- 
on, holding all the holy word of god written or unwritren to le rine, 
and Revealed to the Patriarks and Prophets, 1n the. time ci che Old 
Teſtament, as alſo reveal?d by our Saviour jJeius Clr:it to bs apo» 
ſtlesand diſciples in the new Teſtament, and their ſucceſiors declared to 
the reſt of the world in the ſame right ſence; as the holy Ghoſt accord 
ing to our Saviours Promiſe, directed them to teach all truth, which is 
the onely faith in which a man can be ſaved, and no other, for it is 
faid in the Holy ſcripture that there is but one faith one God and 
one Baptiſm, and St. Paxl in an other place expreſsly faith, that with- 
out Faith it 1s impoſlible to pleaſe God,and every Man by natural reaſon, 
may eaſily know that without pleaſing God no Man can be ſaved, for 
no Man can poſſibly be faved, in ſpight of God Almighty ( that is ) 
whether he will or no, therefore ſceing none can be Saved, withourplea- 
ſing God, and that none can pleaſe God without Faith, and ſeeing thar 
there is no Faith, but one, and that one 1s that which our Saviour Chriſt 
tanght to his Apoſtles, it Behoveth every Man to. find it out, and live 
and dyein ir, altho' they looſe all that they have in the World and their 
Lives to Boot, ſeeing that it is of no {mall Importance to be Saved or 
Damned for ever, and to find out that Apoſtolical Faith, without which 
no Man can pleaſe God nor conſequently be Saved,we muſt find out the 
eldeſt Faith amongſt Chriſtians, which was planted by our Saviour him- 
ſelf amongſt his Apoſtles, which doth full Jaſt, and will laſt for ever ; 
for our Saviour promiſed tobe with his Church to the Worlds end, and 
the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſtit, and this is the reaſon why 
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I made choice to imbrace it, and all others ought to make choice of and 
;mbrace the ſame, to live and dycm, tothe intentwe may be Saved Souls 
for ever: Deteſting (as )I have ſaid before all miſtakes and Errors con. - 
rrary to the ſaid one Holy Catholique Apoſtolique Chriſtian Faith, and 
Roman Religion, nothing canſbe held to be a true Article of Faith, but 
what is- firmly grounded upon the Holy word of God , taken in the 
right Senſe, by the guidance of the Holy Ghoſt: the reſt of Controver- 
ſites, may be diſputed bur not believed, by Divine Faith. 

Now dol[ further declare, that beingof the Holy Faithand Religi- 
on living, peaceably in the Common-wealth all the days of my Lite ) 
have been taken ſuſpeRted tobe a Popiſh Prieſt, and have been com: 
mitted to Priton and dren to dye upon that Accompt for ſerving 
God, and Adminiſtringthe Holy Sacraments according tothe Rights and 
Ccremonies of the Roman Church, and tor nothing elfe proved againſt 
me: and ſubmitting my felt to God's holy Will, and all the Penalties 
of the prefent Laws ; of the Kingdom relating therets: [ any heartily wil- 
ling by Gods holy Grace, to fufter Death upon that accompt,hoping to 
be a Saved Soul, by the ooodneſs and mercy of God, and the Meritzand 
Paſtion of our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, and tothe intentthat I may depart 
out of this Miſerable World: in Love and Charity, I do heartily Nor 
give all, that havein any wile offended me, and beg Pardon and For- 
giveneſs of all thoſe that I have any ways offended, and eſpecally I beg 
Pardon of God Almighty, for allmy Haynous Offences committed againſt 
his Divine Majeſty in thought word and deed,” for which I amheartily 
Sorry,aud with the help of his Grace,if they were yet undone, I would do 
my beſt never todo them, and this not only for fear of being Pumiſhed 
fot my Sins, but out of the hearty Lovel bear tomy dear God,who hath 
Created meand Redeemed me with his moſt bitter Paflion, mm the Per- 
fon of our Saviour true God and Man ( and hath SanQtified mewith the 
Grace of the Holy Ghoſt in Soul and Body. ) As for the Subverſion of 
Government or Conſpiring againſt his Ma jeſties Life : I do Sincerely pro- 
teſt in the preſence of Almighty God, asI hope to be a Saved Soul, that 
I had not the Jeaft knowledge of it till it was noiſed abroad amongſt the 
Common People, nor did I at any time after know any thing of it,other- 
wiſe then by common Report after Diſcovery, but was daily wont to 
pray for his Majeſty, and his Loyal Conſort, and ſo God / willing ) 
intend to continue as long as I have breath, begging of God Almighty 
to ſend his Majeſty a proſperous Raign whilſt he Lives in this World, 
and after thismiferable Life, to grant them both eternal Crowns 1n ever- 
Jaſting Bliſs, and the fame everlaſting Happineſs I wiſh to my own Soul, 
I with alfo to my Enemies, to all that are here preſent, and the reſt of | 
the World, Amen. He was Aged about Seventy Years. 
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
